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CHAPTER  I 

INTRODUCTION 

Purpose  of  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes 

Most  of  the  data  published  by  Statistics  Canada,  Social  Statistics  Field,  are 
summary  data,  that  is,  counts  of  persons,  families  or  household  units  in 
Canada,  or  for  a  given  geographic  area.  These  data  are  disseminated  in  a 
multitude  of  formats:  published  and  unpublished  tabulations  available  in  hard 
copy  (paper),  microfilm  or  magnetic  tape. 

With  increasing  frequency,  however,  users  are  asking  for  microdata,  that  is, 
data  disaggregated  back  to  its  original  reporting  unit,  so  that  the  user  may 
aggregate  the  data  in  a  format  to  meet  his/her  own  particular  need. 

To  meet  this  demand,  the  third  series  of  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  are  being 
produced.  The  microdata  on  these  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  refer  to  individual 
respondents  in  the  1981  Census.  Since  Statistics  Canada  is  required  by  law  to 
maintain  confidentiality  of  census  data,  the  data  are  in  a  format  modified  to 
prevent  identification  of  a  unique  record. 


Description  of  Sample 

The  Public  Use  Samples  are  representative  samples  of  individual  records  from 
the  data  collected  during  the  1981  Census.  The  primary  sample  size  is  one-in- 
fifty  for  the  Individual  file  and  one-in-a-hundred  for  the  Household/Family 
file.  The  samples  are  self-weighting:  that  is,  each  record  is  assigned  a 
weight  of  either  50  (Individual  file)  or  100  (Household/Family  file).  Thus, 
in  order  to  estimate  the  frequency  of  any  variable  for  the  entire  population, 
the  user  simply  multiplies  his/her  tabulation  variables  by  50  or  100. 

Data  from  the  long-form  census  questionnaire,  or  one-fifth  sample,  were  used 
to  create  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  sampling  technique  used  to  create  the  Public  Use 
Sample,  is  discussed  in  Chapter  II,  Sample  Design. 
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File  Design  and  Content 

Data  for  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  have  been  organized  into  two  separate 
files:  Individual  and  Household/Family  files.  To  create  each  of  these  basic 
files  an  independent  stratified  sample  was  taken  from  the  data  collected 
during  the  1981  Census,  thereby  preventing  any  linkage  of  data  from  one  file 
to  another  which  might  make  possible  the  identification  of  a  unique  record. 

Individual  File 

This  file  contains  detailed  demographic  and  economic  data  along  with  selected 
family  and  household  characteristics,  for  each  individual  in  the  sample.  A 
record,  when  dealing  with  the  Individual  file,  refers  to  data  on  one  person. 

Household/Family  File 

The  Household/Family  file  contains  data  on  both  households  and  the  families 
living  within  them.  The  file  was  created  by  selecting  a  sample  of  households, 
and  then  creating  one  record  for  each  census  family  and  non-family  person 
within  the  selected  household.  A  record,  when  dealing  with  the  Household/ 
Family  file,  therefore,  refers  to  data  on  one  census  family  unit  or  one  non- 
family  person. 

Each  record  consists  of  two  parts.  The  Household  part  contains  detailed 
information  on  the  occupants  of  the  household  as  well  as  some  information  on 
housing.  The  Family  part  of  the  record  gives  detailed  information  on  the 
census  family  or  non-family  person,  including  (where  applicable)  data  on  the 
husband,  male  lone  parent,  male  non-family  person,  wife,  female  lone  parent, 
and  female  non-family  person. 

Users  should  note  that  information  in  the  Household  part  is  repeated  on  each 
census  family  or  non-family  person  record  in  the  same  household.  Because  of 
this,  users  wishing  to  tabulate  household  characteristics  should  refer  to 
Record  Structure  and  Variables  for  the  Household/Family  File,  Chapter  VII. 


List  of  Variables  on  the  Files 

The  following  is  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  variables  that  are  coded  on  the 
two  Public  Use  Sample  Tape  files.  The  "Y"  below  the  file  name  indicates  the 
availability  of  the  variable  on  this  file.  A  dash  indicates  that  the  variable 
is  not  available  on  the  file.

The  example  shows  that  "Number  of  Employment  Income  Recipients  in  a  Household" 
is  not  available  on  the  Individual  file  or  on  the  Family  part  of  the 
Household/Family  file  and,  that  it  is  available  for  this  variable  on  the 
Household  part  of  the  Household/Family  file.

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Summary  of  Limitations 
Sample 

The  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  are  only  a  sample  and  should  be  treated  as  such. 
One  cannot  expect  exact  agreement  between  census  publications  and  user  esti- 
mates based  on  tallies  of  one-in-fifty  (Individual)  or  one-in-a-hundred 
(Household/Family)  samples.  They  will  inevitably  differ"  to  some  extent  due  to 
chance  in  selection  of  actual  cases  for  the  Public  Use  Sample.  Chapter  II, 
Sample  Evaluation,  discusses  sampling  variability  and  its  measurement. 

Limited  Geographic  Detail 

In  the  interest  of  confidentiality,  geographic  areas  identified  in  the  sample 
were  generally  restricted  to  areas  with  a  minimum  population  of  250,000  per- 
sons. As  a  result,  only  nine  of  the  provinces:  Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  Quebec,  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia  are  specifically  identified.  The  areas  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
Yukon  and  the  Northwest  Territories  were  combined  together  on  the  tape. 

The  following  major  census  metropolitan  areas  are  identified  in  the  samples  by 
a  CMA  code:  Halifax,  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa-Hull,  Toronto,  Hamilton,  St. 
Catharines-Niagara,  Kitchener,  London,  Winnipeg,  Calgary,  Edmonton  and 
Vancouver.  Users  will  note  that  separate  data  for  Hull,  which  falls  below  the 
250,000  cut-off,  can  be  obtained  by  simultaneous  tabulation  for  the  province 
of  Quebec  and  the  CMA  of  Ottawa-Hull.  This,  and  the  previously  mentioned 
P.E.I.  -  Yukon  -  N.W.T.  areas,  are  the  only  two  exceptions  to  the  250,000 
cut-off  rule.  There  are  no  independent  samples  for  any  census  metropolitan 
areas  for  this  production  and  release  of  micro-data  files. 

Procedures  to  Protect  Confidentiality 

Since  Statistics  Canada  is  required  by  law  to  maintain  confidentiality  of 
individual  respondents  to  the  census,  the  following  steps  were  taken  to  pre- 
vent disclosure  of  information  for  any  individual. 

1.  Geographic  areas  identified  in  the  sample  were  restricted  to  areas  with  a 
minimum  population  of  250,000  persons  (with  the  two  exceptions  just  de- 
scribed) . 

2.  Names,  addresses  and  detailed  geographic  identification  were  omitted  from 
the  record. 

3.  Some  regrouping  of  particular  characteristics  was  necessary,  notably  char- 
acteristics initially  coded  to  a  detailed  level,  such  as  mother  tongue. 

4.  In  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  that  small  areas  may  be  identified  as  a 
consequence  of  the  systematic  order  in  which  the  sample  records  were 
selected,  the  records  within  each  geographic  area  will  be  listed  in  random 
order  on  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes. 
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CHAPTER  II 

STATISTICAL  PROPERTIES,  RELIABILITY  AND  LIMITATIONS 

Sample  Design  for  the  One-Fifth  Census  Sample 

Selection  of  the  One-Fifth  Sample 

For  the  one-fifth  sample  data  collected  in  the  1981  Census,  the  household, 
including  all  its  members,  was  the  sampling  unit.  The  sample  was,  within  each 
Enumeration  Area,  selected  according  to  certain  procedures  which  are  described 
below.  The  enumerator  was  to  number  the  households  before  or  during  the 
drop-off  of  questionnaires.  The  order  in  which  the  households  were  to  be 
visited,  or  at  least  numbered,  was  determined  by  standard  procedures.  The 
numbering  of  households,  had  a  random  start,  the  starting  number  being  1,  2,  3, 
4  or  5.  This  random  starting  number  was  assigned,  in  advance,  to  each 
enumerator.  Each  household  whose  number  was  a  multiple  of  five  was  selected 
in  the  sample,  which  means  that  it  was  assigned  an  extended  (2B) 
questionnaire.   To  this  rule  there  were  some  exceptions: 

(a)  Collective  households  which  are  defined  as  groups  of  people  living  in 
collective  dwellings  such  as  hotels,  orphanages,  military  camps, 
prisons,  etc.  were  all  in  the  sample.  This  implies  that  each 
collective  household  received  only  2B  questionnaires. 

(b)  Private  households  in  certain  remote  canvasser  areas  where  all  stages 
of  the  enumeration  were  done  at  the  same  time  were,  without  exception, 
selected  in  the  sample. 

(c)  All  households  in  the  Yukon  and  Northwest  Territories,  with  the 
exception  of  Whitehorse,  were  selected  in  the  sample. 

Under  some  minor  assumptions  the  sampling  procedure  is  unbiased  for  private 
households  in  pick-up  and  mail-back  areas.  Because  of  the  addition  of 
collective  households  and  private  households  in  remote  canvasser  areas  the 
sample  will  almost  surely  be  somewhat  larger  than  the  intended  one-fifth. 
Biases  that  may  occur  as  a  consequence  of  this  are,  however,  compensated  for 
by  the  weighting  procedure  described  in  the  next  section. 
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Ratio  Estimation  Procedure  for  Published  Data 

The  statistics  based  on  the  1981  sample  data  are  estimates  made  through  the 
use  of  a  ratio  estimation  procedure  which  has  been  applied  for  the  one-fifth 
sample.  The  procedure  is  called  the  "Raking  Ratio  Estimation  Procedure"  and 
assigns  a  weight  to  each  separate  sample  item  (individual  or  household), 
utilizing  the  existence  of  complete  and  sample  counts  of  the  basic  charac- 
teristics of  population  and  households.  The  main  advantage  of  this  method  is 
that  it  may  remove  or  at  least  reduce  sampling  bias  and  may  also  reduce  the 
sampling  variance  of  estimates  made  from  the  sample  data. 

The  first  step  in  this  ratio  estimation  procedure  is  to  identify  areas  within 
which  separate  ratios  are  to  be  established.  These  areas  are  referred  to  as 
"weighting  areas"  which  contain  about  4000  individuals  and  6  or  7  Enumeration 
Areas.  Weighting  areas  are  established  by  a  mechanical  operation  on  the 
computer.  Within  each  weighting  area  the  starting  point  for  the  calculation 
of  weights  is  the  cross-classification  table  of  certain  basic  character- 
istics. This  cross-classification  table  contains  the  population  as  well  as 
the  sample  counts. 

For  the  calculation  of  weights  for  individuals  from  private  households,  the 
rows  of  this  table  correspond  to  combinations  of  the  variables:  age,  sex  and 
marital  status.  The  columns  are  based  on  household  and  family  characteristics 
such  as  family  structure,  family  status,  age  and  presence  of  children.  There 
are  three  separate  tables  according  to  mother  tongue,  one  for  English,  one  for 
French  and  one  for  Other.  For  the  calculation  of  the  weights,  the  three 
tables  are  used  simultaneously. 

For  the  household  weights,  the  rows  correspond  to  combinations  of  the 
variables!  type  of  household,  sex  of  person  one,  age  of  person  one  and  number 
of  persons  in  household.  The  columns  correspond  to  combinations  of  housing 
characteristics  such  as  tenure  (owned  or  rented)  and  structural  type  of 
dwelling  (e.g.,  apartment). 

The  calculation  of  the  weights  is  an  iterative  procedure  in  which  initial 
weights  are  calculated  from  the  marginal  totals  and  these  weights  are  later 
adjusted  depending  on  the  values  in  the  individual  cells  and  the  corresponding 
row  and  column  totals. 

In  order  to  increase  the  reliability,  a  separate  weight  (ratio)  was  not 
calculated  in  a  group  whenever  certain  criteria  pertaining  to  the  complete 
count  of  persons  and  the  magnitude  of  the  weight  were  not  met.  In  this  case, 
groups  were  combined  according  to  a  specific  predetermined  collapsing  strategy 
until  the  conditions  were  met. 
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Selection  of  the  Public  Use  Sample 

General  Procedure 

A  one-in-fifty  sample  of  individuals  was  drawn  for  the  Individual  file  and  a 
one-in-a-hundred  sample  of  households  was  drawn  for  the  Household/Family 
file.  The  two  samples  were  drawn  independently.  These  samples  were  obtained 
by  drawing  systematic  sub-samples  within  pre-defined  strata  from  among  the  2B 
questionnaires.  The  ratio  of  one-in-fifty  was  achieved  by  selecting  ten 
records  in  every  hundred  from  the  one-fifth  sample  data,  while  the 
one-in-a-hundred  sample  was  achieved  by  selecting  five  in  every  hundred.  The 
strata,  described  in  the  section  below,  were  defined  in  terms  of  1981  Census 
data,  and  partly  employ  the  same  characteristics  used  to  determine  the  cells 
from  which  the  weights  for  the  ratio  estimation  procedure  were  derived. 

The  selection  method  has  been  designed  to  sample  individuals  or  households 
respectively  from  each  geographic  area  and  stratum  in  proportion  to  the 
estimated  frequency  in  the  actual  population. 

To  designate  the  sample,  a  set  of  counters  -  one  for  each  of  the  appropriate 
strata  -  is  reserved.  Each  counter  is  assigned  an  initial  value;  this  initial 
value  is  for  each  counter  a  random  start  number  between  0  and  49  for  the 
Individual  file  and  between  0  and  99  for  the  Household/Family  file.  Each 
sample  unit  -  for  the  appropriate  Public  Use  Sample  -  in  the  original  data 
file  is  considered  in  turn.  The  computer  examines  the  data  given  on  the 
record  and  classifies  the  unit  into  the  proper  stratum.  The  one-fifth  sample 
weight  is  added  to  the  existing  value  in  the  counter  for  that  stratum.  The 
sample  unit  is  selected  in  the  sample  if  the  addition  of  its  weight  causes  the 
cumulation  of  weights  for  the  stratum  to  equal  or  pass  the  next  multiple  of  50 
or  100  for  the  Individual  or  Household/Family  files  respectively. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  that  small  geographic  areas  may  be  identi- 
fied as  a  consequence  of  the  systematic  order  in  which  sample  units  are 
selected,  the  sample  units  within  each  geographic  area  are  listed  in  a  random 
order. 

For  each  of  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes,  the  population  of  Canada  was 
subdivided  into  geographic  regions.  The  geographic  regions  into  which  all 
units  (individuals  or  households)  are  stratified  are: 

1.  Newfoundland 

2.  Prince  Edward  Island 

3.  Halifax 

4.  Nova  Scotia,  excluding  Halifax

For  the  selection  of  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tape  of  individuals,  the 
corresponding  individual  weights  have  been  cumulated  within  the  appropriate 
strata.  The  sample  for  individuals  includes  members  from  private  as  well  as 
collective  households.

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Sample  of  Households 

The  Public  Use  Sample  Tape  for  households  contains  only  private  households, 
hence  collective  households,  temporary  households  and  households  outside 
Canada  have  been  excluded. 

For  the  selection  of  this  sample,  the  household  weights  were  cumulated  within 
the  appropriate  strata.

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User  Selection  of  Smaller  Samples 

The  user  can,  if  desired,  take  smaller  samples  from  the  Public  Use  Sample 
Tapes. 

For  example,  to  select  a  one-in-a-thousand  sample  of  the  total  population  of 
individuals,  the  user  should  proceed  as  follows: 

(a)  Select  a  random  number  between  1  and  20  inclusive,  let  it'  be  the 
number  6. 

(b)  Select  the  6th  record  of  the  tape  in  the  subsample. 

(c)  Select  every  20th  record  in  the  subsample  after  that  (that  is,  26th, 
46th,  etc.,  record  of  the  tape). 

In  case  the  user  wishes  to  select  a  stratified  subsample  from  the  tape: 

(a)  Determine  the  variables  and  their  values  according  to  which  the 
Public  Use  Sample  Tape  is  to  be  stratified.  The  best  choice  would 
be  to  take  those  variables  (or  subsets  thereof)  which  have  been  used 
as  stratification  variables  for  the  selection  of  the  Public  Use 
Sample  Tape. 

(b)  Define  the  strata  by  combining  the  values  of  the  variables  chosen 
for  stratification.  If,  for  instance,  the  variables  of  stratifica- 
tion for  a  subsample  of  individuals  were  sex  and  mother  tongue, 
there  would  be  4  strata,  namely: 

1.  Male,  Majority  language 

2.  Male,  Other 

3.  Female,  Majority  language 

4.  Female,  Other 

(c)  Select  a  random  number  between  1  and  20  for  each  of  the  strata 
which,  within  every  stratum,  defines  the  first  record  to  be 
selected.  Then  select  every  20th  record  after  the  one  which  has 
been  randomly  assigned  to  be  the  first  subsample  record. 

Since  the  records  on  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  have  been  listed  in  a  random 
order,  the  procedures  described  above  can  be  considered  adequate  to  select 
unbiased  subsamples. 
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Sample  Evaluation 

General 

The  Public  Use  Sample  has  been  selected  as  a  ten-in-a-hundred  sample  or 
five-in-a-hundred  sample  respectively  of  the  2B  population  or  effectively,  as 
a  one-in-fifty  or  a  one-in-a-hundred  sample  of  the  entire  population  of  Canada 
as  it  was  during  the  1981  Census.  The  user  usually  wants  to  make  estimates 
for  certain  characteristics  at  the  population  level,  that  is,  to  estimate  how 
many  people  there  are  in  a  geographic  area  with  a  certain  combination  of 
characteristics.  This  may  be  done  by  finding  how  many  of  these  people  there 
are  in  the  appropriate  Public  Use  Sample  and '  afterwards  multiplying  this 
number  by  either  50  or  100.  For  instance,  one  may  want  to  know  how  many 
people  live  in  the  province  of  Ontario  whose  mother  tongue  is  Polish.  Suppose 
in  tabulating  Category  8  of  Field  55  of  the  Public  Use  Sample  for  individuals 
in  Ontario,  one  found  485  people  with  this  characteristic.  An  estimate  of  the 
total  number  of  people  with  mother  tongue  Polish  in  Ontario  would  consequently 
be  fifty  times  this  amount,  or  24,250. 

One  cannot,  of  course,  expect  exact  agreement  between  census  publications 
(based  on  the  complete  census  counts  or  on  the  one-in-five  sample  known  as  the 
2B  population)  and  user  estimates  based  on  counts  from  the  Public  Use  Sample. 
They  will  usually  differ  to  some  extent  due  to  chance  in  selection  of  actual 
cases  for  the  Public  Use  Samples.  The  amount  of  chance  variation  for  a  given 
statistic  can  be  measured  and  a  discussion  of  measures  of  chance  variation  is 
the  subject  of  one  of  the  following  sections.  The  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes 
have  been  evaluated  in  order  to  make  sure  that  the  above-mentioned  differences 
between  estimates  made  from  the  Public  Use  Sample  and  the  1981  Census  data  are 
only  due  to  sampling  variability.  This  evaluation  has  been  done  in  two  stages 
where  the  first  stage  is  a  test  for  the  validity  of  the  sample  and  the  second 
is  the  estimation  of  sampling  variability. 

The  test  for  the  validity  of  the  sample  has  mainly  been  performed  to  verify 
that  the  Public  Use  Sample  can  be  considered  to  be  representative  of  the 
population  of  Canada  as  it  was  during  the  1981  Census.  Actually,  since  the 
Public  Use  Sample  has  been  selected  from  the  2B  population,  the  test  verifies 
that  the  sample  is  representative  for  the  2B  population,  which  as  mentioned, 
is  in  itself  a  one-in-five  sample  of  the  total  population. 

The  second  stage,  estimation  of  sampling  variability,  has  been  included  as  an 
aid  for  the  users  of  Public  Use  Sample  data,  which  enables  them  to  determine 
the  approximate  accuracy  of  estimates  derived  from  Public  Use  Sample  data. 

Validity  of  the  Public  Use  Sample 

A  test  that  is  usually  applied  to  determine  whether  a  given  sample  may  be 
considered  to  be  representative  of  the  population  from  which  it  has  been 
selected,  is  the  X2  test,  defined  by:

In  the  case  of  a  one-dimensional  frequency  distribution  (i.e.  the  distribution 
over  the  codes  for  one  variable),  the  quantity  (1)  is  approximately  distri- 
buted as  chi-square  with  k-1  degrees  of  freedom.  Tables  of  percentage  points 
of  the  chi-square  distribution  (as  a  function,  of  the  number  of  degrees  of 
freedom)  may  be  found  in  most  standard  statistical  textbooks. 

In  practice,  the  quantity  k  in  (1)  is  not  necessarily  equal  to  the  number  of 
categories  in  the  particular  distribution.  Categories  for  which  v^  is  5 
are,  as  a  rule,  collapsed  with  an  adjacent  category.  The  quantity  k  is, 
therefore,  sometimes  called  the  effective  number  of  categories  or  classes. 

A  similar  test  may  also  be  applied  for  cross-classification  of  two  or  more 
characteristics.  The  calculation  of  the  number  of  degrees  of  freedom  as  well 
as  the  collapsing  strategy,  in  case  one  or  more  of  the  cells  have  an  expected 
frequency  smaller  than  five,  become  more  complicated. 

The  test,  as  described  above,  has  been  applied  for  each  of  the  Public  Use 
Sample  Tapes  (Individual  and  Household/Family).  The  test  has  been  carried  out 
for  each  characteristic  separately  and  for  each  geographic  area.  Cross-clas- 
sifications of  characteristics  have  not  been  tested.  Since  testing  has  been 
done  at  the  5%  level,  one  may  expect  that  on  the  average,  1  out  of  20  tests 
would  give  a  significant  result  due  to  sampling  variability. 

The  results  of  the  test  of  each  of  the  Public  Use  Samples  have  been  according 
to  what  can  be  expected;  that  is,  less  than  5%  of  the  test  statistics  calcul- 
ated were  significant.  It  is,  consequently,  safe  to  assume  that  deviations  of 
estimates,  made  from  a  Public  Use  Sample,  with  respect  to  the  real  (popula- 
tion) values  as  provided  by  census  data,  are  due  to  sampling  variability.

Sampling  Variability 

Introduction 

If  an  estimate  is  made  from  a  sample  for  a  certain  characteristic,  it  is  bound 
to  be  less  precise  than  the  true  value  or,  in  the  case  of  the  Public  Use 
Sample,  a  complete  count  of  the  population.  The  precision  will  decrease  as 
the  sample  size  decreases.  The  value  estimated  from  the  sample  will  differ 
from  the  true  value  by  a  factor  due  to  chance,  that  is,  the  chance  that  one 
set  of  elements  happens  to  be  selected  in  the  sample  instead  of  another. 

Errors  due  to  sampling  variability  happen  to  obey  certain  laws  and  occur  in  a 
certain  pattern.  The  nature  of  this  pattern  usually  depends  on  the  method  of 
sample  selection,  the  type  of  population  and  the  way  the  categories  (values) 
of  the  characteristic  are  distributed  in  the  population.  It  may  even  depend 
on  the  value  of  the  estimate  itself.  In  many  cases  this  pattern  can  be 
approximated  by  the  well  known  bell-shaped  curve  called  the  "normal"  or 
"Gaussian"  distribution.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  pattern  of  errors  due 
to  sampling  variability  show  two  basic  properties.  Errors  that  increase  the 
estimate  occur  as  often  as  errors  that  decrease  it,  and  small  errors  occur 
more  often  than  large  ones. 

The  unit  in  which  the  errors  are  measured,  if  the  approximation  by  the  normal 
distribution  applies,  is  the  standard  error  (s.e.)  of  the  estimate.  In  68%  of 
the  cases,  the  absolute  value  of  the  error  is  smaller  than  one  standard 
error.  In  95%  of  the  cases,  it  will  be  smaller  than  two  standard  errors. 
That  is,  if  X  is  the  real  value  of  a  certain  characteristic  and  X',  its 
estimate  from  a  sample,  we  have  in  95%  of  the  cases: 

X'  -  2(s.e.)<Xf  X'  +  2(s.e.)  (2) 

Equation  (2)  is  the  definition  of  what  is  called  a  confidence  interval  and  a 
confidence  interval  is  normally  used  to  indicate  the  precision  of  an  estimate. 

Example  1:  From  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tape  for  individuals,  suppose  we  find 
that  the  number  of  people  in  Ontario  who  have  Polish  as  a  mother  tongue  is 
approximately  24,250.  Assume  that  the  standard  error  of  this  estimate  is 
equal  to  2502.  Hence  a  95%  confidence  interval  for  the  true  number  of  people 
with  mother  tongue  Polish  living  in  Ontario  would  be: 

24,250  -  2(2^02)^X^-24250  +  2(2^02) 

or 

19,246-  X*  29,254 

Hence,  with  probability  95%,  the  interval  from  19,246  to  29,254  will  contain 
the  real  value  X  and  the  number  of  Ontario  inhabitants  with  mother  tongue 
Polish. 

Two  methods  for  the  estimation  of  standard  errors  for  totals  and 
percentages  are  presented.  For  users  who  wish  only  an  approximate 
estimate,  the  use  of  Tables  1  to  4  is  suggested.  For  users  who  do  not 
wish  to  interpolate  in  these  tables,  the  formulae  on  which  these  tables 
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are  based  are  also  presented.  Estimation  of  sampling  variability  for 
quantities  other  than  totals  and  percentages  are  described  later  in  this 
chapter. 

Tables  for  Estimation  of  Sampling  Variability 

The  tables  are  included  in  order  to  facilitate  the  estimation  of  sampling 
variability.  Examples  showing  how  to  use  these  tables  "are  presented  later  in 
this  chapter.  There  are  two  different  kinds  of  tables. 

1.  Tables  with  approximate  standard  errors  (Tables  1-4) 

There  are  two  types  of  standard  errors,  one  for  estimated  population 
totals  (Tables  1  and  3)  and  one  for  estimated  percentages  (Tables  2  and 
4).  In  all  tables,  the  standard  errors  are  given  for  various 
combinations  of  the  estimated  value  and  the  estimated  number  of  units  in 
the  population  for  which  the  estimate  has  been  made,  or  the  base  of  the 
percentage,  in  the  case  of  percentages.  The  standard  errors  in  these 
tables  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  Public  Use  Sample  is  a  simple 
random  sample  of  the  total  population.  To  compensate  for  the  invalidity 
of  the  assumption,  the  factors  in  Tables  5  and  6  should  be  used. 

2.  Tables  with  factors  for  characteristics  (Tables  5  and  6) 

Tables  1  to  4  for  standard  errors  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Public  Use  Sample  is  a  simple  random  sample  of  the  entire  population.  In 
reality,  the  procedure  to  select  the  Public  Use  Sample  was  more 
complicated. 

In  the  first  place,  the  28  population  is  a  stratified  systematic  cluster 
sample  of  individuals  and  includes  all  individuals  from  collective  households 
and  canvasser  areas.  Additionally,  each  person,  as  well  as  each  household  in 
the  2B  population,  is  assigned  a  weight  according  to  the  raking  ratio  proce- 
dure. The  Public  Use  Sample  was  selected  as  a  systematic  sample  of  individ- 
uals and  households,  where  the  probability  of  an  individual  or  household  being 
selected  was  proportional  to  its  weight. 

The  method  by  which  the  2B  population  was  selected  will,  for  various  charac- 
teristics, increase  the  sampling  variability  due  to  the  clustering  effect.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  weighting  procedure  has  been  devised  to  remove  some  of  the 
resulting  sampling  variability,  that  is,  to  compensate  for  the  clustering 
effect.  The  extent  to  which  it  actually  does  this  depends  on  the  within- 
cluster  correlation  for  the  particular  characteristic  and  its  correlation  with 
the  variables  that  have  been  used  to  calculate  the  raking  weights. 

The  factors  for  the  individual  characteristics,  as  displayed  in  Tables  5  and  6, 
give  a  measure  of  the  standard  error  for  the  characteristic  relative  to  the 
standard  error  of  a  simple  random  sample  without  replacement  from  the  same 
population  and  of  the  same  size.  In  some  sampling  literature,  this  factor  is 
called  the  "design  effect".  In  order  to  find  the  standard  error  for  a 
characteristic,  one  should  multiply  the  standard  error,  as  found  in  one  of  the 
Tables  1-4,  by  the  appropriate  factor.  The  formula  is  as  follows:

s^  =  the  standard  error  for  characteristic  i, 

a^  =  the  factor  for  characteristic  i, 

s  =  the  standard  error  for  the  appropriate  combination  of  estimate  and 
population  size  as  found  in  either  Table  1,  2,  3  or  4. 

There  is  one  table  of  factors  for  each  of  the  two  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes,  one 
for  the  Individual  and  one  for  the  Household/Family.

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How  to  use  the  Tables 

Estimation  of  the  Sampling  Variability  of  a  Total 

For  the  estimation  of  the  standard  error  of  an  estimated  total,  we  use  either 
Tables  1  or  2,  depending  on  whether  the  sampling  ratio  is  1%  or  2%  respective- 

Example  2:  From  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tape,  suppose  we  find  that  the  estimated 
number  of  people  in  Ontario  who  have  Polish  as  a  mother  tongue  is  24,250.  We 
want  to  find  the  standard  error  for  this  estimate  and  construct  a  95%  confi- 
dence interval  for  it.  In  Table  3  for  a  2%  sample,  the  row  closest  to  24,250 
is  the  row  labelled  25,000.  The  column  closest  to  the  population  of  Ontario 
is  the  Column  headed  10,000,000.  The  unadjusted  standard  error  given  by  the 
intersection  of  this  row  and  column  is  1105.  Referring  to  Table  5  (for  indiv- 
idual characteristics) ,  we  find  that  the  factor  to  be  applied  for  mother 
tongue  is  3.816.  The  adjusted  standard  standard  error  is  thus  3.816  (1105), 
or  4217.  The  lower  bound  for  a  95%  confidence  interval  is  therefore  24,250  - 
2  (4217),  or  15,816.  The  upper  bound  is  24,250  +  2  (4217),  or  32,684. 

Estimation  of  the  Sampling  Variability  of  a  Percentage 

For  the  estimation  of  the  standard  error  of  an  estimated  percentage,  one  uses 
either  Table  3  or  4,  again  depending  on  whether  the  sampling  ratio  is  1%  or  2% 
respectively.  The  tables  gives  the  standard  error  as  a  function  of  the 
estimate  and  of  the  base  of  the  percentage.  Since  the  base  of  the  percentage 
will  usually  be  an  estimate,  just  like  the  population  size  in  the  table  for 
total  counts,  the  figures  in  the  tables  are  again  approximations.  The  error 
will,  in  practice,  be  negligible. 

Example  3:  One  wants  to  estimate,  for  people  with  a  university  degree  in 
Toronto,  the  percentage  who  are  between  16  and  24  years  of  age.  Suppose  from 
the  Public  Use  Sample  for  individuals  in  Toronto,  we  find  4935  people  with  a 
university  degree  of  which  738  are  of  age  16-24.  The  corresponding  estimates 
for  Toronto  are  consequently  246,750  and  36,900.  The  estimated  percentage  is 
(100)(36,900)/246,750  =  14.95  and  the  base  of  the  percentage  is  246,750.  In 
Table  4,  the  closest  row  to  14.95%  is  the  row  labelled  "15  or  85"  and  the 
closest  column  to  246,750  is  the  one  headed  250,000.  The  approximate  unad- 
justed standard  error  of  this  estimate  is  therefore  0.50%.  This  estimate  must 
be  adjusted  for  the  particular  characteristic,  which  is  a  combination  of  age 
and  level  of  schooling.  The  factor  for  age  is  1.304  and  the  factor  for  level 
of  schooling  is  1.912.  The  largest  factor  should  be  used.  The  standard  error 
is,  consequently. 

(1.912)  (0.50)  =  0.9560. 

We  can  now  calculate  a  95%  confidence  interval  for  the  real  percentage.  The 
lower  bound  is  14.95  -  2(0.9560)  or  13.04%,  and  the  upper  bound  is  14.95  + 
2(0.9560)  or  16.86%. 

Formulae  for  the  Estimation  of  Sampling  Variability 

The  formulae  given  below  have  been  used  to  compute  the  entries  in  Tables  1  to 
4,  and  can  be  used  in  place  of  the  tables  if  the  user  does  not  wish  to  inter- 
polate. It  must  be  emphasized  that  the  user  should  still  apDly  the  appro- 
priate factor  as  given  in  Table  5  or  6  after  having  calculated  the  crude 
estimate  of  sampling  variability.

Sampling  Variability  for  Comparisons  Involving  Total  Counts  and  Percentages 

Comparing  Two  Different  Areas  or  Populations 

One  of  the  uses  of  sample  data  is  to  determine  whether  or  not  two  populations 
differ  from  one  another  with  regard  to  a  particular  characteristic  or  whether 
an  estimated  difference  is  large  enough  that  it  cannot  merely  be  attributed  to 
chance.  In  order  to  be  able  to  compare  the  populations,  we  have  to  convert 
the  data  to  the  same  unit  (for  example,  to  a  percentage)  and  further  we  have 
to  use  the  appropriate  table  or  formula  for  standard  errors  to  estimate  the 
sampling  variability  of  this  difference. 

If  So  and  sD  are  the  standard  errors  of  the  individual  estimates  for  the  two 
populations  (the  estimates  in  the  same  unit)  then,  the  standard  error  of  the 
difference  is  given  by: 

Sa-b  =  Vs2a  +  s2b  (8) 
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Under  some  mild  assumptions,  and  under  the  hypothesis  that  the  true  (popula- 
tion) difference  is  zero,  the  quantity  (a-b)/sa_|3  is  approximately  distributed 
as  a  normal  variate. 

Example  4:  For  Toronto  and  Montreal,  assume  we  want  to  compare  the  percentage 
of  people  with  a  university  degree  who  are  16-24  years  of  age.  For  Toronto, 
suppose  we  found  this  percentage  to  be  13.65  with  a  standard  error  of  0.92. 
Suppose  similarly  we  find,  for  Montreal,  that  this  percentage  is  11.8  with  a 
standard  error  of  0.82.  Hence,  we  have: 


a  -  b  =  13.65  -  11.8  =  1.85 

Sa_b  =  J(0.92)2  +  (0.82)2  =  1.23 

The  value  of  (a-b)/Sa_b  is  1.85/1.23  =  1.50 


We  can,  therefore,  conclude  that  there  is  a  very  small  chance  that  the  true 
value  of  the  percentage  in  question  is  larger  for  Toronto  than  for  Montreal. 

Comparing  More  Than  Two  Different  Areas  or  Populations 

A  natural  extension  to  comparing  two  areas  would  be  comparing  more  than  two 
areas  for  differences  with  respect  to  a  certain  characteristic.  Assuming  that 
the  values  for  the  various  areas  are  again  given  in  the  same  unit  (a  percent- 
age), one  can  proceed  as  follows: 

Let  k  be  the  number  of  areas  to  be  compared,  let  x^  be  the  value  of  the 
characteristic  for  area  i  and  s^  its  standard  error  as  derived  from  one  of 
Tables  1  to  4  or  from  the  appropriate  formulae.  Proceed  to  calculate:

The  statistic  x2  has,  assuming  there  are  no  differences  between  any  of  the 
areas,  approximately  a  X^  (chi-square)  distribution  with  k-1  degrees  of 
freedom.

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Note:  If,  for  any  of  the  areas,  the  standard  error  is  estimated  to  be  zero 
because  the  estimate  of  the  characteristic  is  equal  to  zero  or  100  (percent- 
ages) or  N  (total  counts),  then  this  area  should  either  be  omitted  or  be 
collapsed  to  a  comparable  area.  For  each  area  omitted  or  collapsed,  the 
quantity  k,  the  number  of  areas  to  be  compared,  is  reduced  by  one. 

Comparing  Public  Use  Sample  Data  with  Those  in  Census  Publications 

In  certain  cases,  one  may  want  to  compare  data,  derived  from  the  Public  Use 
Sample,  with  similar  data  published  from  the  census.  When  the  published  data 
are  from  the  1981  Census,  the  Public  Use  Sample  may  be  regarded  as  a  (sub) 
sample  from  these  and,  consequently,  Formula  (8)  for  the  standard  error  of  the 
difference  does  not  apply. 

The  formula  to  be  used  depends  on  whether  the  published  data  are  for  2A 
(complete  count)  or  2B  (one-in-five  sample)  characteristics. 

Let  sc  be  the  standard  error  of  the  published  data  and  ss  that  derived  for  the 
Public  Use  Sample  data.  Then  s  would  be  the  standard  error  of  the 
difference.  Since  the  results  of  a  sample  and  of  a  subsample  would  be 
correlated,  this  would  reduce  the  standard  error  of  the  difference.  The 
formula  for  the  difference  is  given  by 

ys2s  "  s2c  (13) 

In  case  the  difference  is  estimated  for  2A  characteristics  or  combinations 
thereof,  we  naturally  have  sc  =  0  and  ss_c  =  sg.  If,  however,  one  or  more  2B 
characteristics  are  involved,  whether  or  not  in  combination  with  2A  data,  the 
sampling  variability  in  terms  of  the  standard  error  is  not  equal  to  zero  and 
should  be  estimated  in  some  way.  If  in  the  publication  an  indication  has  been 
given  of  its  size,  this  estimate  should  be  used;  in  other  cases,  a  rough 
approximation  can  be  derived  from  Formula  (4)  for  total  counts  or  from  Formula 
(6)  for  percentages,  substituting: 

X  or  p  =  the  published  estimate. 

N  =  the  estimated  population  size  or  base  of  the  percentage,  and  4  instead  of 
99. 

In  case  comparisons  are  made  with  published  data  from  the  1976  Census  or 
earlier  censuses,  Formula  (8)  can  be  applied  using  the  appropriate  estimates 
of  ss  and  sc. 

Estimation  of  the  Sampling  Variability  for  Other  Derived  Quantities 

For  some  of  the  variables,  for  example  income,  it  is  possible  to  derive 
statistics  that  are  based  on  the  quantitative  nature  of  these  variables  and 
that,  consequently,  utilize  the  actual  (numerical)  values  that  are  in  a 
natural  way  connected  to  the  elements  of  the  population.  Examples  of  such 
statistics  are  means,  medians,  standard  errors,  indices  and  coefficients  of 
regression  and  correlation.  Estimation  of  the  sampling  variability  of  these 
statistics  should  be  carried  out  directly  from  the  Public  Use  Sample  data  and 
requires  extra  work.  The  way  in  which  the  sampling  variability  of  derived 
statistics  can  be  estimated  may  be  found  in  most  statistical  textbooks.   It 
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should,  however,  be  emphasized  that  for  some  of  the  derived  statistics  the 
formula  for  the  estimation  of  sampling  variability  (such  as  the  formula  for 
the  standard  error)  is  based,  on  the  assumption  that  the  characteristic  or 
characteristics  involved  are  distributed  according  to  a  normal  distribution, 
at  least  approximately.  This  assumption  may,  in  some  cases,  not  be  very 
realistic.  Another  method,  known  as  the  "Replication  Method",  uses  random 
subgroups.  For  example: 

1.  Subdivide  the  elements  (either  individuals  or  households)  on  the  Public 
Use  Sample  Tape  into  k  subgroups  of  approximately  equal  size.  Since  the 
elements  on  the  Public  Use  Sample  are  given  in  a  random  order,  it  suffices 
to  select  the  subgroups  systematically  allocating  the  first  element  and 
each  kth  element  after  that  to  the  first  subgroup,  etc. 

2.  Calculate  the  desired  statistic  within  each  of  the  subgroups.  Let  Z;  be 
the  value  of  the  statistic  for  subgroup  i  (i=1 ,2, . . .k) . 

3.  The  standard  error  of  the  statistic  for  the  entire  sample  is,  then, 
estimated  with  the  formula:

where  z  is  the  value  of  the  statistic  as  calculated  from  the  entire  sample. 
Non-sampling  Errors 

Sampling  error  is  only  one  of  the  components  of  the  total  error  in  a  survey. 
Further  contribution  may  come  from  so-called  non-sampling  errors.  Non- 
sampling  errors  are  introduced,  for  instance,  during  imputation  for  non- 
reporting  or  obvious  errors  in  reporting.  Other  errors  may  be  introduced 
during  coding  and  other  processing  of  the  questionnaires.  The  confidence 
intervals  and  standard  errors,  given  in  the  section  before,  measure  the 
sampling  variability  of  the  sample  estimates  derived  from  the  Public  Use 
Sample,  relative  to  a  census  count.  They  do  not  reflect  any  potential 
inaccuracy  in  a  census.  This  means  that,  relative  to  census  counts,  estimates 
made  from  the  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  would  not  be  affected  by  non-sampling 
errors.  Relative  to  the  real  situation,  however,  the  effect  of  non-sampling 
errors  would  be  more  serious,  as  far  as  estimates  of  totals  are  concerned, 
since  the  effect  of  a  non-sampling  error  would  be  magnified  by  a  factor  of  50 
or  100.  On  the  other  hand,  the  probability  that  a  record  with  a  non-sampling 
error  is  selected  is  roughly  1/10  or  1/20,  since  the  Public  Use  Sample  has 
been  selected  from  the  2B  population. 

For  estimates  of  totals  representing  relatively  small  proportions  of  the 
population,  the  major  component  of  the  total  variance  would  be  sampling 
variance.  As  the  estimated  totals  approach  the  level  of  the  population,  the 
sampling  variance  decreases.  This  may  not  necessarily  be  true  of  the 
non-sampling  errors,  so  that  the  latter  may  assume  a  larger  role  in  the  total 
error  for  estimates  close  to  the  total  population  of  an  area. 
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CHAPTER  III 

PROGRAMMING  TECHNIQUES 

Software  Requirements  for  Processing 

Note  that  in  many  instances,  the  sample  tapes  can  be  accessed  with  standard 
utility  packages  already  available  on  the  user's  computer.  The  user  should 
consult  his/her  computing  center  if  he/she  is  not  aware  of  these  possibil- 
ities. 

The  software  requirements  for  processing  of  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  can  be 
stated  in  terms  of  some  of  the  major  operations  likely  to  be  performed. 

1.  Storage  and  Retrieval  -  both  for  individual  variables  and  geographic 
area 

2.  Aggregation 

3.  Cross-tabulation 

4.  Formatting 

5.  Statistical  Analysis 

The  above  list  is  by  no  means  complete.  However,  it  enables  us  to  suggest 
some  software  packages  which  can  be  useful  to  manipulate  data  on  the  Public 
Use  Sample  Tapes.  These  software  packages  are  briefly  described  below. 

STATISTICAL  ANALYSIS  SYSTEM  (SAS):  A  generalized  computer  system  for  data 
analysis,  providing  for  information  storage  and  retrieval,  data  modification 
and  programming,  report  writing,  statistical  analysis  and  file  handling. 

SCIENTIFIC  SUBROUTINE  PACKAGE:  An  IBM  library  of  mathematical  and  statistical 
subroutines  which  may  be  supplemented  or  modified  by  users  to  perform  various 
manipulation,  formatting  and  statistical  analysis  of  data. 

SOFTWARE  PACKAGE  FOR  SOCIAL  SCIENCES:  A  generalized  package  to  carry  out 
tabulations,  formatting  and  statistical  analysis  of  survey  data  employing 
simple  manual  language  commands  for  defining  data  and  manipulating  it. 

This  list  of  software  packages  is  by  no  means  complete,  nor  is  it  intended  to 
serve  as  a  recommendation  for  any  software  packages. 
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CHAPTER  IV 

TECHNICAL  SPECIFICATIONS  AND  ORDERING  PROCEDURES 

General 

As  mentioned  in  Chapter  I,  File  Design  and  Content,  the  data  for  the  Public 
Use  Sample  Tapes  have  been  organized  into  two  separate,  files:  Individual  and 
Household/Family  files.  For  each  of  these  basic  files  an  independent  sample 
was  taken  from  the  data  collected  during  the  1981  Census,  thereby  preventing 
any  linkage  of  data  from  one  file  to  another  which  might  make  possible  the 
identification  of  a  unique  record. 

The  sample  files  have  been  constructed  so  that  it  should  not  be  difficult  to 
obtain  desired  tabulations.  File  structure  and  coding  of  items  are  straight- 
forward. There  are  no  missing  data  (blanks)  on  the  records.  Variables  not 
applicable  to  certain  groups  of  people  are  coded  "Not  applicable".  The  appro- 
priate Definitions  and  Codes  section  for  each  file  is  located  as  follows: 

Individual  file         Chapter  VI 
Household/Family  file    Chapter  VII 

File  Size 

The  1981  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  will  be  made  up  of  2  reels  of  9  track,  6250 
bytes  per  inch  magnetic  tape. 

Data  for  all  the  provinces,  including  the  thirteen  Census  Metropolitan  Areas, 
will  be  concatenated  onto  one  reel  of  tape  for  each  file. 
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Tape  Options 

The  Public  Use  Sample  Tapes  will  be  available  in  a  variety  of  formats;  see  the 
table  below  for  the  complete  technical  description  of  format  options  avail- 
able.

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CHAPTER  VI 

RECORD  STRUCTURE  AND  VARIABLES  FOR  THE  INDIVIDUAL  FILE 

Record  Structure 

To  create  the  Individual  file,  a  systematic  2%  sample  of  individuals  was  drawn 
from  data  collected  during  the  1981  Census.  The  Individual  file  gives  detail- 
ed demographic  and  economic  data  relating  to  the  individual,  along  with  se- 
lected family  and  household  characteristics  for  each  individual  in  the  sample. 
Some  family  and  household  variables  on  the  file  pertain  to  other  individuals 
in  the  same  family  or  household  as  the  sample  individual.  For  example,  the 
characteristic  "Highest  Level  of  Schooling  of  Husband  or  Male  Lone  Parent"  is 
a  characteristic  of  the  census  family  to  which  the  sampled  individual  be- 
longs. If  the  sampled  individual  is  a  child  in  a  census  family,  then  thi3 
variable  is  the  highest  level  of  schooling  of  the  sampled  individual's 
father.  If  the  sampled  individual  is  a  wife  in  a  census  family,  then  this 
variable  is  the  highest  level  of  schooling  of  the  sampled  individual's 
husband.  If  the  sampled  individual  is  a  husband  or  male  lone  parent  in  a 
census  family,  then  this  variable  is  the  highest  level  of  schooling  of  the 
sampled  individual  himself.  Finally,  if  the  sampled  individual  is  a  member  of 
a  female  lone  parent  family  or  is  not  a  member  of  a  census  family,  then  this 
variable  does  not  apply.  A  similar  logic  holds  for  household  characteristics, 
such  as  the  age  and  sex  of  the  household  maintainer. 

A  record,  when  dealing  with  the  Individual  file,  refers  to  data  on  one  person. 

Record  Layout 

A  record  layout  is  the  technical  description  of  how  the  data  are  organized  on 
each  record.  It  specifies  the  field  number,  size,  position,  type,  mnemonic 
and  title  of  each  variable. 

Field:  Indicates  the  sequence  of  the  variable  on  the  record  in 

relation  to  the  other  variables. 

Size:  Refers  to  the  number  of  characters  required  to  code  the 

variable. 

Position:         Indicates  the  exact  location,  that  is,  the  start  and 

finish  positions,  of  the  codes  for  the  variable  on  the 
record. 

Type:  Is  used  to  identify  how  a  variable  is  coded  on  the 

record.  In  1981,  only  numeric  (N)  is  used. 

Mnemonic:  The  mnemonic  assigned  to  each  variable  on  the  Individ- 
ual file  is  for  internal  purposes  only.  These  mnemon- 
ics may,  however,  be  used  if  the  retrieval  system 
employed  by  the  user  requires  a  code  book. 

Title:  Gives  the  actual  name  of  the  variable.

The  first  digit  is  coded  in 
position  76,  the  second  digit  in  position  77  of  the  record  and  the  mnemonic  is

Ethnic  Origin 

Refers  to  the  ethnic  or  cultural  group  to  which  the  respondent  or  the  respon- 
dent's ancestors  belonged  on  first  coming  to  this  continent. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  earlier  censuses,  only  the  respondent's  paternal 
ancestry  was  to  be  reported,  theoretically  resulting  in  one  ethnic  origin  per 
respondent.  For  1981,  this  restriction  has  been  removed  and  a  person  may  now 
report  more  than  one  ethnic  origin.  The  distinction  between  single  and 
multiple  responses  is  maintained  in  these  data,  but  not  all  available  multiple 
ethnic  origins  have  been  published. 

The  1981  ethnic  origin  question  attempts  to  trace  the  "roots"  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Canada.  The  data  derived  from  this  question  reflect  respondents' 
perception  of  their  ethnic  background,  and  the  cultural  group  with  which  they 
most  closely  identify. 

The  comparability  of  the  1981  ethnic  origin  data  with  that  from  previous 
censuses  is  affected  by  seven  main  factors: 

(1)  Previous  censuses  usually  traced  ethnic  origin  (racial  origin)  through 
the  paternal  ancestry. (1)  The  1981  Census  is  the  first  that  does  not 
restrict  the  tracing  of  ethnic  origin  to  one  side  of  the  family. 

(2)  The  1981  Census  is  the  first  to  allow  more  than  one  ethnic  origin 
response  per  individual  (e.g.,  a  response  of  French  and  German  is  valid 
and  is  retained  for  tabulation  purposes).  Previous  censuses  reduced  all 
multiple  ethnic  origin  responses  down  to  a  single  response.  For  the  1971 
Census,  if  more  than  one  origin  was  indicated  on  the  questionnaire,  one 
was  arbitrarily  selected.  Thus,  in  1971,  if  100  people  answered  both 
French  and  German,  perhaps  45  would  have  been  assigned  French,  and  the 
remaining  55,  German.  In  1981,  all  100  people  would  retain  both  ethnic 
origins. 

(3)  In  1981,  1.6%  of  the  non-inmate  population  indicated  more  than  one  ethnic 
origin.  It  should  be  noted  however,  that  this  percentage  excludes  combi- 
nations of  English,  Irish,  Scottish,  Welsh,  British,  n.o.s.,  and  British, 
n.e.s.  These  combinations  have  been  treated  as  a  single  response  (i.e. 
British)  in  the  1981  pre-planned  output  although  they  are,  in  fact, 
multiples.  If  counted  as  multiples,  the  percentage  of  the  non-inmate 
population  with  multiple  ethnic  origins  would  be  11.6?o  in  1981. 


(1)  In  censuses  from  1911  to  1931,  the  line  of  descent  of  people  with  Native 
or  mixed  Native/Non-native  ancestry  was  traced  through  the  mother's  side. 
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On  the  other  hand,  French  single  responses  only  include  those  who 
reported  a  single  French  ethnic  origin  or  a  single  write-in  of  Que'becois, 
Franco-Ontarian  or  Acadian.    Those  who  reported  both  French  and 

Quebecois,  Franco-Ontarian  or  Acadian  are  included  in  the  French 
multiples. 

(4)  As  1971  Census  processing  reduced  all  multiple  responses  to  a  single 
response,  it  is  not  possible  to  compare  1971  data  to  1981  for  single 
responses.  This  comparison  could  underestimate  the  real  change.  This 
applies  particularly  to  some  European  ethnic  origins;  for  example, 
English,  Scottish,  Irish,  Dutch,  Ukrainian,  Polish  and  Jewish  registered 
a  negative  percentage  change. 

Similarly,  a  comparison  of  1971  data  to  single  plus  multiple  responses  in 
1981  could  overestimate  the  real  change. 

However,  certain  ethnic  groups  which  have  immigrated  to  Canada  in 
substantial  numbers  show  a  large  increase  from  1971  even  when  compared  to 
the  1981  single  origin;  these  are  groups  such  as  Chinese,  Indo-Pakistani, 
East  Asian,  Lebanese,  Syrian  and  other  Asiatic  groups  and  Spanish 
(including  South  and  Latin-American). 

(5)  In  1971,  everyone  who  indicated  their  religion  as  Jewish  was  assigned  a 
Jewish  ethnic  origin  regardless  of  the  origin  reported.  In  1981, 
although  no  such  assignment  occurs,  94?o  of  the  non-inmate  population  with 
a  single  Jewish  ethnic  origin  response  also  reported  their  religion  as 
Jewish. 

(6)  It  should  also  be  noted  that  there  may  be  some  apparent  anomalies  in  1981 
data  based  on  a  misinterpretation  of  the  ethnic  origin  question  when 
cross-classified  with  Place  of  Birth,  Mother  Tongue  or  Religion:  by  Place 
of  Birth,  some  tables  may  include  some  Native  Peoples  born  in  India, 
Pakistan,  Guyana,  etc.;  by  Mother  Tongue,  some  tables  may  include  Native 
Peoples  with  Asian  Indian  mother  tongue;  and  by  religion  some  tables  may 
include  some  Native  Peoples  with  Eastern  Non-christian  religions,  notably 
Hindu,  Islam  and  Sikh. 

(7)  In  1981,  ethnic  origin  is  reported  for  the  total  population  excluding 
inmates.  Counts  from  publications  of  previous  censuses  include  inmates. 
Inmates  represented  about  1 . 15S  of  the  total  population  in  1981.

Official  Language 

Refers  to  the  ability  to  conduct  a  conversation  in  either  of  the  official 
languages  of  Canada. 

The  comparability  of  the  1981  Census  Official  Language  data  with  those  from 
the  1971  Census  is  affected  by  the  fact  that  different  processing  procedures 
were  applied. 

Users  should  be  aware  that  in  1971,  persons  who  declared  an  official  language 
as  either  their  home  language  or  their  mother  tongue  were  also  considered  as 
being  able  to  speak  that  language,  and  the  response  to  official  language  was 
made  to  agree.  In  1981,  this  editing  convention  was  maintained  only  for  those 
who  reported  an  official  language  as  home  language. 

A  major  impact  of  the  1981  processing  change,  compared  to  1971,  would  appear 
to  be  fewer  "bilingual"  persons  and  higher  numbers  of  people  reporting 
"neither  English  nor  French". 

For  example,  for  certain  geographic  areas,  when  1981  data  are  compared  to  1971 
data,  figures  may  show  a  decline  in  the  number  of  "bilingual"  persons. 
However,  when  simulations  of  1971  processing  are  applied  to  the  1981  data, 
these  areas  may  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  able  to  speak  both 
English  and  French. 

Users  should  refer  to  the  1981  Census  Dictionary  for  a  basic  description  of 
the  differences  between  1971  and  1981.

Home  Language 

Refers  to  the  specific  language  spoken  at  home  by  the  respondent  at  the  time 
of  the  census.  If  more  than  one  language  was  spoken,  the  language  spoken  most 
often  by  the  respondent  was  to  be  reported. 

There  is  increased  emphasis  on  the  individual  respondent  in  the  wording  of  the 
1981  question  compared  to  that  used  in  1971.  This  was  done  to  avoid  the 
problem  of  respondents  reporting  the  language  used  by  the  family  or  household 
as  a  whole,  a  response  pattern  which  was  present  in  the  1971  data.  The  intent 
of  the  question  is  the  same  for  both  census  years.  The  term  "Home  Language" 
replaces  the  1971  expression  "Language  spoken  most  often  at  home". 

Edit  and  imputation  specifications  for  Mother  Tongue  and  Home  Language  reduce 
multiple  responses  to  a  single  response.  In  1981,  multiple  resolution 
involved  a  series  of  choices  based  on  the  frequency  of  languages  reported 
within  the  family,  whereas  the  1971  resolution  of  multiples  was  essentially  a 
more  arbitrary  and  deterministic  procedure. 

When  compared  to  Mother  Tongue  data,  the  Home  Language  data  may  provide  an 
indication  of  the  extent  to  which  persons  still  use  or  no  longer  use  the 
language  they  reported  as  Mother  Tongue. 

However,  depending  upon  the  action  of  the  editing  process,  cases  of 
identically  reported  multiple  mother  tongues  and  home  languages,  may  result  in 
a  certain  proportion  where  Mother  Tongue  differs  from  Home  Language. 

For  example,  if  a  respondent  indicated  a  Mother  Tongue  of  English  or  French, 
the  edited  Mother  Tongue  would  be  either  response,  but  not  both.   Similarly, 

depending  on  the  edit  result,  the  respondent's  Home  Language  may  be  designated 
as  English  or  French. 

In  1981,  the  edit  and  imputation  procedure  has  indicated  that  there  were  some 
22?o  of  respondents  identified  with  English  Mother  Tongue  and  French  Home 
Language  who  reported  an  English  and  French  Home  Language.  Similarly,  11 5S  of 
the  respondents  shown  with  French  Mother  Tongue  and  English  Home  Language 
reported  also  a  French  Home  Language.  Similar  occurrences  characterized  1971, 
but  exact  proportions  are  not  known. 

Users  should  refer  to  the  1981  Census  Dictionary  for  a  basic  description  of 
the  differences  between  1971  and  1981.

Mother  Tongue 

Refers  to  the  first  language  learned  in  childhood  and  still  understood  by  an 
individual.  Respondents  were  instructed  that  they  must  still  understand  the 
language  which  is  reported.  For  infants  and  young  children,  the  language 
reported  is  the  FIRST  language  they  are,  or  will  be,  learning.  Deaf-mute3 
were  considered  as  speaking  the  language  in  which  they  make  themselves 
understood. 

It  should  be  noted  that  mother  tongue,  except  for  very  young  children,  does 
not  necessarily  indicate  language  usage  by  a  given  individual  at  the  time  of 
the  census. 

Although  the  intent  of  the  question  has  not  changed  since  1941  (i.e.,  the 
identification  of  the  language  first  learned  as  a  young  child) ,  the  wording  of 
the  question  itself  has  not  been  completely  uniform.  The  most  recent  of  these 
changes  is  from  the  1971/76  wording  of  "language  first  spoken  and  still 
understood"  to  the  1981  wording  "language  first  learned  and  still 
understood".  This  change  was  introduced  so  the  question  would  conform  to  the 
definition  of  mother  tongue  given  in  the  Official  Languages  Act,  1968-69. 

Comparability  of  the  1981  and  1976  Census  mother  tongue  data  is  affected  by  a 
number  of  factors: 

(a)  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  non-response  rate  from  1.958  in  1976  to 
1.158  in  1981.  As  .  a  result,  an  unknown  portion  of  the  change  in  any  given 
mother  tongue  is  due  to  a  better  enumeration  of  the  population. 

(b)  In  the  1976  Census  the  1.958  of  the  population  who  did  not  respond  to  the 
mother  tongue  question  had  their  language  coded  as  Not  Stated.  In  the  1981 
Census  the  1.158  of  the  population  who  did  not  respond  to  the  question  were 
assigned  a  specific  language  (see  table  below). 

(c)  Procedures  for  the  removal  of  multiple  responses,  provided  by  2.458  of  the 
1981  population,  have  changed  for  the  1981  Census.  In  1976,  an  arbitrary  and 
deterministic  processing  edit  blanked  the  multiple  responses,  leaving  only  one 
valid  response  for  each  individual.  In  the  1981  Census,  multiple  languages 
were  assigned  a  single  response  using  probabilistic  computer  algorithms  (see 
table  below  for  the  redistribution  of  combinations  of  English,  French  and 
Other). 

(d)  The  category  "Indian  n.o.s."  includes  persons  who  are  of  Amerindian 
ancestry  and  those  of  Asian  Indian  ancestory.  In  1976,  those  persons  were  all 
coded  to  "Native  Indian"  as  mother  tongue.

Users  of  these  data  should  be  aware  that  there  is  some  impact  on  the 
comparability  of  the  1981  with  1976  Census  data  due  to  changes  in  processing 
procedures.  However,  problem-free  information  was  provided  by  96.5%  of  the 
population.  Furthermore,  for  98.0%  of  the  population,  the  same  data  would 
have  been  published  for  1981,  whether  the  1976  or  the  1981  processing 
methodology  had  been  used.

Persons 
born  outside  Canada  may  be  Canadian  citizens  by  birth  if  they  were  born  to 
parent(s)  who  were  Canadian  citizens.

Total  Income 

Total  income  is  the  sum  of  amounts  received  by  individuals  15  years  of  age  and 
over  during  1980  from  the  sources  listed  below. 

(i)  Wages  and  Salaries:  These  are  gross  wages  and  salaries  before 
deductions  Tor  such  items  as  income  tax,  pensions,  unemployment 
insurance,  etc.  Included  in  this  source  are  military  pay  and 
allowances,  tips,  commissions,  bonuses  and  piece-rate  payments  as  well 
as  occasional  earnings  in  1980.  All  income  in  kind  such  as  free  board 
and  lodging  is  excluded. 

(ii)  Net  Income  from  Non-farm  Self-employment:  This  is  net  income  (gross 
receipts  minus  expenses  of  operations  including  depreciation)  received 
from  own  non-farm  unincorporated  business  or  from  a  professional 
practice  during  1980.

(iv)  Old  Age  Pensions:  These  pensions  include  payments  by  federal 
government  on  account  of  Old  Age  Security,  Guaranteed  Income 
Supplements  and  Canada/Quebec  Pension  Plan  benefits.  Also  included  are 

Spouses'  Allowances  to  60  to  64  year-old  spouses  of  Old  Age  Security 
recipients. 

(v)  Family  Allowances:  Federal  as  well  as  provincial  allowances  paid 
during  19HU  Iri  respect  of  children  less  than  18  years  of  age  are 
included.   These  allowances,  though  not  collected  directly  from  the 

respondents,  were  calculated  and  included  in  the  income  of  one  of  the 
parents. 

(vi)  Unemployment  Insurance  Benefits:  These  are  total  unemployment 
insurance  benefits,  before  income  tax  deductions,  received  in  1980. 

(vii)  Other  Government  Payments:  These  include  all  other  government  transfer 
payments  from  federal,  provincial  and  municipal  governments  during 
1980.  Included  are  veterans'  pensions  and  allowances,  cash  welfare 
payments,  workers'  compensation,  Canada  Manpower  training  and  mobility 
allowances,  mothers'  allowances,  pensions  to  widows,  blind  and 
disabled,  etc.  Provincial  income  supplements  are  also  included  in 
this  source.

(viii)  Investment  Income:  This  source  includes  interest  from  deposits  in 
banks,  trust  companies,  co-operatives,  credit  unions,  etc.,  bond  and 
debenture  interest,  all  dividends  from  both  Canadian  and  foreign 
sources,  net  rents  from  real  estate,  mortgage  and  loan  interest 
received,  regular  income  from  an  estate  or  trust  fund,  and  interest 
from  insurance  policies  from  Canadian  and  foreign  sources. 

(ix)  Retirement  Pensions  and  Other  Money  Income:  This  source  includes  all 
regular  income  received  as  a  result  of  previous  employment  of  the 
respondent  or  a  deceased  relative.  It  includes  pensions  to  retired 
civil  servants,  RCMP  or  career  military  personnel,  and  all  annuities 
regardless  of  who  purchased  them  but  excludes  lump  sum  payments.   It

Gambling  gains  and  losses,  money  inherited  during  the  year  in  a  lump  sum, 
capital  gains  or  losses,  receipts  from  the  sale  of  property  or  personal 
belongings,  income  tax  refunds,  loans  received,  loans  repaid  to  an  individual 
as  the  lender,  lump  sum  settlements  of  insurance  policies,  and  rebates  of 
property  taxes  and  other  taxes  were  excluded  as  well  as  all  income  in  kind 
such  as  free  meals,  living  accommodation,  or  food  and  fuel  produced  on  own 
farm.

Also, 
because  of  response  problems,  all  individuals  in  Hutterite  Colonies  were 
assigned  zero  income.  Furthermore,  data  on  households,  economic  families, 
unattached  individuals,  census  families  and  non-family  persons  relate  to 
private  households  only.

As  the  Public  Use  Sample  file  was  created,  counts  of  persons  selected  into  the 
sample  were  tallied  for  certain  characteristics,  within  each  identified  geo- 
graphic area.  These  control  counts  are  given  below.  A  failure  of  user  tal- 
lies to  replicate  these  exact  counts  would  indicate  an  error  in  the  user's 
data  processing. 

In  comparing  sample  tabulations  with  published  data,  one  must  carefully  note 
the  universe  of  the  published  tabulation.  One  cannot,  of  course,  expect  exact 
agreement  between  census  publications  and  user  estimates  based  on  tallies  of  a 
one-in-fifty  sample.  They  will  inevitably  differ  to  some  extent  as  a  result 
of  chance  selection  of  actual  cases  for  the  Public  Use  Sample.  Chapter  II, 
Sample  Evaluation,  discusses  sampling  variability  and  its  measurement.

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CHAPTER  VII 

RECORD  STRUCTURE  AND  VARIABLES  FOR  THE  HOUSEHOLD/FAMILY  FILE 

Record  Structure 

To  create  the  Household/Family  file,  a  systematic  1?o  sample  of  household  units 
was  drawn  from  data  collected  during  the  1981  Census".  The  Household  file 
gives  detailed  demographic  information  on  the  occupants  of  the  household  as 
well  as  some  information  on  housing. 

A  household  refers  to  a  person  or  group  of  persons  (other  than  foreign  resi- 
dents) who  occupy  a  dwelling  and  do  not  have  a  usual  place  of  residence  else- 
where in  Canada.  It  usually  consists  of  a  family  group,  with  or  without 
lodgers,  employees,  etc.  However,  it  may  consist  of  two  or  more  families 
sharing  a  dwelling,  a  group  of  unrelated  persons  or  one  person  living  alone. 
Household  members  who  are  temporarily  absent  on  Census  Day  (e.g.,  temporary 
residents  elsewhere)  are  considered  as  part  of  their  usual  household.  For 
census  purposes,  every  person  is  a  member  of  one  and  only  one  household. 
Private  households  in  Canada  only  were  included  in  the  Household/Family  file 
during  the  selection  of  the  sample. 

A  record,  when  dealing  with  the  Household/Family  file,  refers  to  data  on  one 
census  family  or  one  non-family  person. 

Despite  precautions,  census  data  are  not  immune  to  processing  and  respondent 
errors.  While  edit  and  imputation  procedures  have  removed  blanks  and  logical 
impossibilities  from  the  data,  and  while  frequency  of  the  remaining  substan- 
tive implausibilities  is  statistically  insignificant,  the  user  should  never- 
theless be  aware  of  the  potential  for  their  existence. 
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Record  Layout 


A  record  layout  is  the  technical  description  of  how  the  data  are  organized  on 
each  record.  It  specifies  the  field  number,  size,  position,  type,  mnemonic 
and  title  of  each  variable. 


Field: 


Indicates  the  sequence  of  the  variable  on  the 
record  in  relation  to  the  other  variables. 


Size: 


Refers  to  the  number  of  characters  required  to 
code  the  variable. 


Position: 


Indicates  the  exact  location,  that  is  the 
start  and  finish  positions,  of  the  codes  for 
the  variable  on  the  record. 


Type; 


Is  used  to  identify  how  a  variable  is  coded  on 
the  record.  In  1981,  only  numeric  (N)  coding 
is  used. 


Mnemonic: 


Title: 


The  mnemonic  assigned  to  each  variable  on  the 
Household  file  is  for  internal  purposes  only.

The  total  income  of  a  household  is  the  sum  of  amounts  received  by  all 
individuals  15  years  and  over  in  that  household  during  1980  from  the  sources 
listed  below. 

This  is  a  signed  numeric  field  and  shows  the  actual  amount  received  in  1980. 
(See  Appendix  A.) 

(i)  Wages  and  Salaries:  These  are  gross  wages  and  salaries  before 
deductions  for  such  items  as  income  tax,  pensions,  unemployment 
insurance,  etc.  Included  in  this  source  are  military  pay  and 
allowances,  tips,  commissions,  bonuses  and  piece-rate  payments  as  well 
as  occasional  earnings  in  1980.  All  income  in  kind  such  as  free  board 
and  lodging  is  excluded. 

(ii)  Net  Income  from  Non-farm  Self-employment:  This  is  net  income  (gross 

receipts  minus  expenses  of  operations  including  depreciation)  received 
from  own  non-farm  unincorporated  business  or  from  a  professional 
practice  during  1980.  In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  only  the 
respondent's  share  was  to  be  included. 

(iii)  Net  Income  from  Farm  Self-employment:  This  is  net  income  (gross 

receipts  minus  expenses  of  operations  including  depreciation)  received 
from  the  operation  of  a  farm,  either  on  own  account  or  in  partnership, 
during  1980.   In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  only  the  respondent's  share 
of  income  was  to  be  reported.  Advance,  supplementary  or  assistance 
payments  to  farmers  by  federal  or  provincial  governments  were  to  be 
included. 

(iv)  Old  Age  Pensions:  These  pensions  include  payments  by  federal 
government  on  account  of  Old  Age  Security,  Guaranteed  Income 
Supplements  and  Canada/Quebec  Pension  Plan  benefits.  Also  included  are 
Spouses'  Allowances  to  60  to  64  year-old  spouses  of  Old  Age  Security 
recipients. 

(v)  Family  Allowances:  Federal  as  well  as  provincial  allowances  paid 
during  1980  in  respect  of  children  less  than  18  years  of  age  are 
included.  These  allowances,  though  not  collected  directly  from  the 
respondents,  were  calculated  and  included  in  the  income  of  one  of  the 
parents. 

(vi)   Unemployment  Insurance  Benefits:   These  are  total  unemployment 

insurance  benefits,  before  income  tax  deductions,  received  in  1980. 

(vii)  Other  Government  Payments:  These  include  all  other  government  transfer 
payments  from  federal,  provincial  and  municipal  governments  during 
1980.   Included  are  veterans'  pensions  and  allowances,  cash  welfare 
payments,  workers'  compensation,  Canada  Manpower  training  and  mobility 
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allowances,  mothers'  allowances,  pensions  to  widows,  blind  and 
disabled,  etc.  Provincial  income  supplements  are  also  included  in  this 
source. 

(viii)  Investment  Income;  This  source  includes  interest  from  deposits  in 

banks,  trust  companies,  co-operatives,  credit  unions,  etc.,  bond  and 
debenture  interest,  all  dividends  from  both  Canadian  and  foreign 
sources,  net  rents  from  real  estate,  mortgage  and  loan  interest 
received,  regular  income  from  an  estate  or  trust  fund,  and  interest 
from  insurance  policies  from  Canadian  and  foreign  sources. 

(ix)  Retirement  Pensions  and  Other  Money  Income;  This  source  includes  all 
regular  income  received  as  a  result  of  previous  employment  of  the 
respondent  or  a  deceased  relative.  It  includes  pensions  to  retired 
civil  servants,  RCMP  or  career  military  personnel,  and  all  annuities 
regardless  of  who  purchased  them  but  excludes  lump  sum  payments.  It 
also  includes  regular  income  received  during  1980  and  not  reported  in

The  first  paragraph  of  the  section  on  "Sample  Evaluation"  (page  22  of  this 
manual),  implies  that  the  Public  Use  Sample  is  self-weighting.  This  means 
that,  in  order  to  obtain  estimates  for  the  entire  population  for  a  given 
variable  or  combination  of  variables,  the  counts  derived  from  the  Public  Use 
Sample  can  be  multiplied  by  50  or  100  depending  on  whether  the  Individual  or 
Household/Family  file  has  been  used.  This  is  actually  the  case  for  all 
variables  of  the  Individual  file  and  the  household  variables  of  the 
Household/Family  file,  because  the  two  files  were  selected  as  samples  from  the 
population  of  individuals  and  households  respectively.  Families  and 
non-family  persons  have,  however,  not  been  sampled  separately  but  formed  part 
of  the  household  sample.  As  a  result,  it  is  not  necessarily  true  that  family 
level  variables  and  those  at  the  level  of  non-family  persons  (which 
technically,  could  be  considered  as  one-person  families  if  such  a  concept 
existed)  are  self-weighting.  In  order  to  avoid  and  rectify  potential  problems 
in  family  level  tabulations  made  from  the  Public  Use  Sample,  sets  of  weights 
for  families  and  non-family  persons  have  been  calculated  using  the  "Raking 
Ratio  Estimation  Procedure"  similar  to  the  ones  described  in  the  section  on 
"Ratio  Estimation  Procedure"  similar  to  the  ones  described  in  the  section  on 
"Ratio  Estimation  Procedure  for  Published  Data"  (page  14  of  this  manual).

The  calculations  have  been  carried  out  for  each  of  the  25 
geographical  regions  (CMA  and  non-CMA)  separately. 

Each  family  and  non-family  persons  on  the  household/ family  tape  has  been 
assigned  a  weight,  corresponding  to  its  own  combination  of  values  of  the 
cross-classification  variables  and  geographical  region.  The  weight  is 
variable  number  131  on  the  tape.

The  weights  are  to  be  used  whenever  tabulations  are  done  for  families  or 
non-family  persons  and  population  estimates  are  needed. 

Instead  of  counting  the  number  of  sample  families  or  non-family  persons  in 
each  cell  of  the  particular  tabulation  and  multiplying  the  count  by  100,  one 
should  add  the  weights  of  the  families  or  non-family  persons  within  each  cell 
of  the  tabulation.  The  sum  of  the  weights  is  the  best  estimate  of  the 
population  count  for  this  cell.  This  applies  to  any  variable  or  combination 
of  variables  which  can  be  tabulated  at  the  family  level  or  that  of  non-family 
persons.

As  the  Public  Use  Sample  file  was  created,  counts  of  households  selected  into 
the  sample  were  tallied  for  certain  characteristics,  within  each  identified 
geographic  area.  These  control  counts  are  given  below.  A  failure  of  user 
tallies  to  replicate  these  exact  counts  would  indicate  an  error  in  the  user's 
data  processing. 

In  comparing  sample  tabulations  with  published  data,  one  must  carefully  note 
the  universe  of  the  published  tabulation.  One  cannot,  of  course,  expect  exact 
agreement  between  census  publications  and  user  estimates  based  on  tallies  of  a 
one-in-a-hundred  sample.  They  will  inevitably  differ  to  some  extent  as  a 
result  of  chance  in  selection  of  actual  cases  for  the  Public  Use  Sample. 
Chapter  II,  Sample  Evaluation,  discusses  sampling  variability  and  its  mea- 
surement.
